DEADLY COIUSIONS. 


Five Sleeping Oars Reduced 


"Wood.

Mil! OF THEIR OCCUPANTS KILLED, 


And & Much Larger Number Seriously 


Injured—Another Coll in ion on * 


Bridge and a Frightful 


Plunge to Death. 


Collision on tho Lake Shore. 


CLKVKLAND, Aug. 7.—Traia No. 9 of 


the Lake Shore railroad left, here Sat- 
urday night lor Chicago on time. The 
rain was composed of three coaches, 
hree bogg-ng-e cars and five sleepers. 
t left Fremont ten minutes late and 
was running at a high rate of speed for 
Toledo. When the train was about 
,en miles out of Fremont, at a small 
.tatkm .called Lindsay, the sleeping cars 
eft the track and crashed into a freight 
,rain that was waiting on a siding for 
the passenger train to pass. The first 
lart of the train got by in safety but 
.he sleeping cars rolled over the ties 
quite a distance, finally swerved from 
.heir course and kit the engine of the 
Treight train with tremendous force. 


The noise of the collision aroused 
he people of the little town, and they 
oon surrounded the wreck ready to 
aid the unfortunate passengers, whose 
groans could be heard amid the -noise 
Df the|esoaping steam and pandemonium 
hat ensued by the destruction of the 
ooomotive. 
The sleeping cars were 


ractioally reduced to kindling wood 
and that anyone escaped is a miracle. 
Three persons were killed 
outright 


and a number seriously injured. 


Telegrams were at once sent to Fre- 


mont for medical aid, and a coach left 
hat city wlthiu half an hour bearing 
physicians to the scene of the disaster. 
a the meantime the train crew, aided 
»y the citizens of the little town, be- 
•an to remove the debris and ruins 
hat covered the track.

f the accident and the groans of the 


more seriously 
hurt were 
pitiful, 


lere and there an arm or a leg pro- 
ruded and little pools of blood that 
razed from underneath the shattered 
imbers told the sad tale of suffering 
to the anxious workers. 


Many people were buried in the 


wreck who wore not seriously injured, 
heir hurts consisted mostly of bruises 
and scratches, and it was not a hard 


k to free them from the heavy 


>eams that held them to the earth. 
They were taken care of by the town 
ihysicians and were ready to resume 
heir journey by the time the train 
tarted again on its way to Toledo. 
>erhaps fifteen or twenty were more or 
ess hurt in that way whose names 
were not given to tho local authorities. 


Deeper in the wreck were the dead 


and more seriously hurt The three 
vho were killed outright by the col- 
ision were not removed from 
the 


ruins until 0 o'clock. They were bur- 
ed under the engine and it was 1m- 
iossible to do anything to aid them 
intil a wrecking train had arrived 
rom Norwalk, a near-by station. 
Prof. Emerson and the

K>rter, Pelmonn, were extricated after 
a long struggle with the heavy iron 
>races and the timbers of the sleeping 
ar, and they were at once taken to 
louses in the village. Prof. Eraereon*s 
ase was hopeless from the start, his

arae condition, with no hope.

mil club were in the Cleveland sleeper, 
hich wan the last one on the train,ami 


to that fact they owe much of their im- 
munity from more serious injury. As 
t was, Ryan, the center fielder of the 
lub, and Rlttridge, the best catcher, 
vere cut badly and bled profusely. 
)thcr members of the team were bruis- 
d and cut, but not so as to interfere 
with the continuance of their journey. 


A special train left Toledo soon after 


;he report of the accident, with Lake 
Shore officials on board, to make a 
horough. examination of the track and 
ascertain what caused the wreck. The 
raly theory given is that tho rails 
ipread and let the heavy sleeping cars 
.hrough the switch. The rest of the 
rain passed the bud spot in safety, but 
he sleepers were filled with people 
bound to the World's fair, and the 
added weight was too much for the 
>oor spot in the rails. 
The freight train was totally de- 


molished and rolled over on its side 
'rom the force of the collision.

The Twelfth In the History of the 


United States. 


i MEETING BIG WITH EXPECTATIONS, 


PURE 


Though Called for the Specific Purpose 


of Repealing the Sherman Act, 


It May Legislate on the Whole 


Subject of Finance. 


WABHTHQTOH, Aug.7.—For the twelfth 


time in the history of the United States 
congress will, at noon to-day be,,con 
venjd In "extraordinary" session. The 
history which the session will make for 
itself will probably Justify that In 
more senses than one. Convened for 
a single specific object—the repeal or 
modification of what is popularly 
known as the Sherman act—it will not 
be restricted to the bare programme, 
but will have, in connection with it, to 
legislate on the 
whole subject of 


finance, including probably a thorough 
revision of the tariff. Those two sub- 
jects, distinct and yet connected, wHl 
supply material enough to occupy the 
attention of congress for many months 
to come. 


While the senate will have the great 


advantage of being guided and con 
tooled by experienced leaders and de- 
baters on both aides of the chamber it 
will also contain many members en- 
tirely new to Its proceedings. Its pre- 
sided officer Vlce-FreBident Stevenson 
when he took the gavel on the fourth 
of March last, from the hand of the re 
tiring vice-president, Mr. Morton, had 
had no familiarity with the rules of 
legislative bodies except that derived 
from his service in the house of repre- 
sentatives during two congresses, but 
during the six weeks of the extra ses- 
sion he presided with dignity and 
ability. In the coming session when 
exciting conflicts may be anticipated 
and when parliamentary rulings may 
have to be prompt, sharp and decisive, 
Mr. Stevenson will have a reliable sub- 
stitute to call to the chair in the person 
of President of the Senate pro tempore, 
Mr. Harris, of Tennessee. 


The session to-day will be opened by 


prayer by the senate's new chaplain, 
Mr. Milburn. Its two principal offi- 
cers, Mr. Cox, the new secretary, and 
Mr. Bright, the new scrgeant-at-arms, 
will also represent tlie changed politi- 
cal complexion of the body. 


All the committee clerkships under- 


went political change during the last 
session* in March, and most of the ap- 
pointees under the former secretary 
and sergeant-at-arms have only had 
their official decapitation postponed, 
not averted. The state of California 
will have two new men in the senate 
to look after her interests. Mr. White, 
who succeeded Mr. Hearst, and Mr. 
Perkins, who has just been appointed 
by the governor to fill the place of Mr. 
Stanford. 


Kansas has joined to her populist 


senator, Mr. Peffer, on whom no polit- 
ical party could rely for support on any 
question, another man appointed from 
the populists, but on whom the demo- 
crats can rely—Mr. Martin; Kentucky 
has a new senator, Mr. Kelly, elected 
to fill Mr. Carlisle's vacancy; Louisiana 
has one, Mr. Caffrey, who took last 
January the seat made vacant by the 
death of Gen. Gibson; Massachusetts 
has one in Mr. Cabot Lodge, who suc- 
ceeded Mr. North on the 4tli of March 
last; North Dakota one in Mr. Roach, 
against whom Mr. Hoar made such a 
dead fight at the extra session; Vir- 
ginia one in Mr. Camden, who, how- 
ever, served a former term in the sen- 
ate from 1881 to 1887; and Wisconsin 
one in Mr. Mitchell who, like the vice- 
president,has had two terms' experience 
in the house of represetatives. 


In addition to these senators there 


are others as to whose admission the 
question was left undecided at the 
close of the extra session. The point 
in regard to them is whether a state 
legislature having been in session and 
having failed to elect a senator to fill 
a vacancy, the vacancy can afterwards 
be filled through appointment by the 
governor. 
The question has arisen 


several times in the history of the sen- 
ate, but its decision has not been 
uniform, and now a precedent has to 
be established in the cases of se nators 
appointed by the governors of Mon- 
tana, Washington and Wyoming. 


It was debated through several days 


during the extra session, and may oc- 
cupy considerable time of the extraor- 
dinary session before any legislative 
subject can be disposed of. 


Itut it is to the old leaders of both 


political parties in the senate that the 
house will look for action. Foremost 
on the republican side is Mr. Sherman, 
who gave his name to the act now the 
object of so much condemnation—an 
act which has been defended as a com- 
promise measure and which he is will- 
ing and anxious to see repealed. He 
will probably be supported in what- 
ever position he takes on the situation 
by Bach able adjutants as Allison,

There are quite as many expeifencca 


debaters and parliamentarians on the 
democratic side—including Senators 
Moran, Gray, George, Harris, Morgan, 
Pugh, Vest, Vance and Voorhees, but 
they will all range themselves not on 
party lines, but on their individual 
and state views of financial policy. 


The first business in order after the 


senate is called to order will be to ad- 
minister the oath of offloe to three sen- 
ators and to Mr. Cox the new secre- 
tary of the senate. The senators who 
will take tho oath are Mr. Perkins who 
succeeded Mr. Stanford, Mr. Pasco, of 
Florida, who has been re-elected after 
serving ad interim under a guberna- 
tlonal appointment, and Mr. Quay, of 
Pennsylvania, who was not present 
during the last extra session and who 
was not qualified. 


The house will be called to order bj 


Clerk Kerr, who has been selected by 
a caucus of bis party for re-election, 
but who, nevertheless, would have per- 
formed that duty under the law as the 
holding over clerk of the last house if 
be had not been chosen for re-election. 
When he calls the>oll he will look upon 
nearly 100 new and untried men, and 
will find many familiar faces absent. 
Prominent among1 the misting will be 
James B. Blount, of <3eorgiSt chair- 
man of the committee on foreign affairs 
and postomeea In previous congresses, 
who, after nearly twenty years of con- 
tinuous service voluntarily retires from 
coagrnuto seek other fields of ambi-

Veteran Dan Sickles, of New 
York, re-enters the- legislative field 
which he left many years ago, Silver- 
haired Grosvenor, of Ohio, after stay- 
ing away from one congress, again 
looms up to worry his political oppo- 
nents, and Jos. A. Scranton, of Penn- 
sylvania, who goes in and out every 
two years, finds this is not one of his 
"off" years and will try to catch the 
speaker's eye. 


The usual resolution notifying tho 


senate that the house has been organ 
ized and is ready for business will *be 
sent to that body, and three members 
from the house will be named asa joint 
committee to wait upon the president 


It is not likely that the message will 


be sent in to-day. The afternoon will 
probably be occupied in the biennial 
drawing for seats. It is only by au- 
thority of the rules of the house that 
the speaker appoints the committees. 
The usual custom will doubtless, there' 
fore, be followed in adopting, tempo- 
rarily, the rules of the previous con- 
gress. 


No bills under the rules can be in- 


troduced until the committees have 
been named, but the desire of repre- 
sentatives to keep pace with the sen-

Who Go ta Quest Blood, 


FDRWSH THE VICTIMS THEMSELVES. 


Men Arrested for Murder, but Dis- 


charged for Want of Evidence. 


Obey the First Law of Nature, 


Self Preservation. 


a LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 7.-A special 
from Corydon, Ind., brings the^tart- 
lingnewsof the slaughter of a lynch- 
ing party by two men whom they were 
trying to lynch for the murder of their 
father. 1 he fearful affray took place 
near Laconia, about sixteen miles from 
this place, on Saturday night. 


Four men were instantly killed, one 


fatally wounded and several others 
more or less injured. William and Sam 
Conrad were the murderers whom the 
mob intended to string up. Several 
weeks ago the father of these men was 
foully murdered. Hts dead body was 
found In a wood with his skull crushed. 
Suspicion at once fell on the sons, who 
are desperate characters. They were 
arrested, but on their preliminary hear- 
ing were discharged for want of evi- 
dence. 


Indignation 
ran high among the 


people and Saturday night a mob 
gathered for the purpose of lynching 
the Conrads. The house where the 
men lived was attacked but the Con- 
rads had been warned and were pre- 
pared. As the mob advanced on the 
house they poured a deadly volley into 
its ranks. Four men dropped dead in 
their tracks and several fell wounded. 
The Conrads then fled while the un- 
harmed were caring for the dead and 
dying. The four men killed arc: 


Ed. Hustin. 
John Timberlake. 
Will Wiseman. 
Isaac Howe. 
Will May was'fatally wounded. 
Excitement runs high. Armed bands 


are scouring the country for the Con- 
rads. If caught they will be instantly 
killed. 


At the preliminary trial of the) Con- 


rad boys for murdering their father, 
It was claimed that while out In the 
woods chopping wood a dispute arose 
among them in which the old man was 
killed by the sons. 
The brothers 


claimed at the trial that the old man 
fell against the stove in their house 
and sustained injuries which caused 
his dea!th. Mrs. Conrad's testimony 
was in favor of the boys' story, and 
while It was generally believed that 
they were guilty the justice could do 
nothing under the circumstances but 
discharge them. 


Since that time the feeling against 


tho Conrads has been growing stronger, 
and they had received several1 letters 
from whitecaps warning them to leave 
the neighborhood or suffer the conse- 
quences. They did not obey the re- 
quest, but, on the contrary, said they 
would be prepared for any visitation 
from the night raiders. Several days 
ago a barn and its contents belonging 
to a man named Frakes, residing near 
tlie Conrads, was burned, and tlie Con- 
rads were accused of the act. This 
they denied. Last week they made a 
trip to EiHzabeth, Harrison county, and 
purchased a large supply of buckshot 
in anticipation of a whitetap visitation, 
as they had just received another 
notice couched in stronger terras, in 
which it was threatened that in addir 
tion to being switched on the bare back 
they would be hanged. 


When the gang approached and 


stepped oc the porch they demanded 
admittance. At tlmt instant the Con- 
rads fired. Their bullets found lodg- 
ment in the bodies of the mob, and 
two men fell dead on the porch. Two 
others were found several hours later 
a few hundred yards distant from the 
house, stone dead. All, it is said, were 
well-to-do farmers in 
that section. 


Howe was 30 years old andlcavesa 
fam- 


ily. 
He was a brother of John Howe, 


who is a obartender in James Harbe- 
son's saloon on West Main street, in 
New Albany. 
He was constable of 


Boone township and highly respected. 


The home of the Conrads is in the 


very wilds of Harrison county and 
almost inaccessible to the county seat. 
Corydon. It is near the river and a 
mile distant from any other habitation 
on the banks of Mosquito creek. A 
rough wagon road, which is almost 
impassable, leads past the house. 


Another report was brought to Nen 


Albany by James Wolpert, who resides 
on East Thirteenth and Spring streets, 
and who was visiting: Saturday in 
Elizabeth, several miles south of Con- 
rods' house. He was seen at night by

They Are Behind the Europeam. 


The necessity for glass bottles tn the 


daily life of the early American colonies 
led very early to the payment of boun- 
ties to fflassmakers. 
Window glass 


could be Imported at reasonable rates 
us ballast, but the case with bottles 
was very different Some of the earliest 
enactments in Massachusetts, Virginia, 
Pennsylvania and New Yet^ in the 
seventeenth century, therefore, related 
to glass making. But these early at- 
tempts to establish the industry were 
mainly unsuccessful In the eighteenth 
century, however, the making of bottles 
was established in a number of locali- 
ties In which, it is still in operation, 
although the works have all passed out 
of the families of the original founders. 


In writing of the progress of glass 


making in America, E. M. Atwater, a 
practical glassmaker, says that in Eu- 
rope furnace construction is far in ad- 
vance of the art in this country, and 
the best work done here to-day is simply 
the copying of the approved models of 
German and Belgian construction. 


Tho American window glass, Mr. At- 


trater says, is inferior to the imported, 
chiefly because less care is taken in 
operations of blowing and flattening. 
There is absolutely no excuse for this 
inferiority, as our ftiel and raw materi- 
als are better than the foreign and our 
blowers and flatteners receive about 
treble the foreign standard of wages, 
(t is simply an evidence of lack of dis- 
cipline, which is the fault of the manu- 
facturers and the deteriorating influ- 
ence of a powerful organization which 
Controls the workmen. 


It is not unlikely that the next devel- 


opment of the window glass manufact- 
ure will be on lines similar to those 
met in bottle making, namely, the sub- 
ititution of thin, polished plate gloss 
(or blown sheet This thin plate is not 
fct present made in America, the great 
works of the Messrs. Pilklngton and 
the French works at St Gobain and 
Stolbuig having a practical monopoly 
of the business. But this glass can be 
produced by the most approved me* 
chanical appliances at a cost but little 
above that of blown gloss, and its great 
superiority for all practical purposes 
will commend it as soon as it IB avail- 
able. It is familiar to all in the car 
windows of the railway coaches. It is 
is produced entirely by machines and 
low-priced labor, and offers at the pres 
ent time one of the most hopeful ave 
nucs for the profitable expansion of the 
business. 


In the manufacture of polished plate- 


glass Americans have been so success- 
ful that foreign plate has practically 
disappeared from our markets, and Mr. 
Atwater sees the promise of a better 
state of glass manufacture in some 
Other directions. —Engineering Maga-

Ill thia case it is not "first catch your 


flah," but first catch your hunter—who 
Is clothed in a suit of leathers, and ob-, 
Jeeta very much to being caught The 
Chinese, among their many ingenious 
arts, originated the idea of fishing, or 
rather hunting fish, with cormorants; 
and the queer fishermen, dressed in 
changeable and emerald-green, troop 
forth after their master, aa a matter of 
course, to the stream where his boat is 
moored. The edge of the cormorant's 
Mil ia like-a saw, so that, once seized, 
the flah cannot drop out, and on India- 
rubber band around the bird's* neck 
prevents It from dropping in and being 
swallowed. 


Chinese cormorants seem to think 


they were made on purpose to fish for 
their masters, and they seldom waste 
their time or attempt to feast on their 
prary. Having plunged into the water 
and seized a fish, the successful bird 
utters a peculiar cry and returns to the 
boot with his prize. If theflshiatoo 
large for him to manage it alpne, his 
companions will hasten to his assist- 
ance, and help him to "land" H ot their 
master's feet It is o comfort to know 
that on returning from a day's toil 
these faithfnl birds ore relieved from 
their neck-bonds and rewarded with a 
generous snpper. 


From China this novel method of fish- 


tog was introduced into England for 
the amusement of King James I., who 
set up a very expensive establishment 
for his cormorants, which was so rigid- 
ly guarded that no one was allowed 
even to look at them except at the 
keeper's "most extremes! peril" Bnt 
catching the British cormorant is much 
border than catching the fish, as these 
birds invariably set up housekeeping 
on the shelving precipices of the most 
ont-of-the-way islands. They evident- 
ly know nothing of *'home decoration," 
for their nests of moss, seaweed and 
sticks are all huddled together, and the 
unpleasant-looking infants that occupy 
them ore insatiable in their cries for 
food. In one day they will devour more 
than their own weight, and "a perfect 
cormorant" has come to signify a greedy 
absorber of any kind. 


In spite of this falling, however,hunt- 


ers will take both trouble and risk to 
secure the young birds, who scramble 
out of their nests on the first alarm, 
and make their way ojBite rapidly on 
their 
huge legs and 
feet, aided 


by holding on with their beaks to 
every jocky projection, until they ore 
huddled in a pile in some hospitable 
crevice, where the most desirable posi- 
tion Is the lowest layer^f all But noth- 
ing avails against their determined cap- 
tor, who con climb almost anywhere 
with the help of a long rope of salted 
cov-hlde, and who has only to signal 
his companions above to pull him np 
when his errand is accomplished. 


This fishing cormorant ia not so hand-" 


eome as the Chinese species, having 
dusky and ash-colored plumage with a, 
not very clear white underneath, and it 
weighs seven or eight pounds. If al- 
lowed to enter a house, the cormorant 
makes himself perfectly at home, and 
evidently acts under the impression 
that his presence must be welcome 
everywhere. He never appears to the 
same advantage as when engaged in 
his natural calling, ond it is very inter- 
esting to watch his motions in some 
clear 
streamlet,

about and dives for his prey, the fright- 
ened fish doubling continually and try- 
Ing to hide behind anything that offers. 
But there is no escape from that dread- 
ful bill with its sow'ottachment, and 
after a few turns the victim is secured 
in the pouch beneath it. 


From three to six cormorants will ac^ 


ccomplish a lively morning's work, and 
their performances afford great enter- 
tainment to the visitors who may be 
staying with their owner. Not the 
least interesting part is to see the 
readiness to glvo up the fish, when it is 
caught, for the slighter reward of a 
minnow or a small eel from a box of 
similar refreshments that hove been 
brought for this purpose, 


But when these experienced hunters, 


Instead of bringing up fish would much 
prefer being let alone, after diving onco 
or twice and looking about them, begin 
to beat the water with their wings and 
wash themselves, the spectators reluct 
tantly conclude that there are no fish 
in the pond or stream.—Harper's Young 
People.

She 
came around on the north eide ot tbe 
house and reached the steps of the high 
porch iast as Mrs. Tombs and Mrs. Field 
were trying to pnah the flaming stove 
down the steps to the ground. A leg of 
tbe stove osughi on the step and it 
would not slide. At this moment Mre. 
Qoesett came aronnd the corner. Hhe 
took hold ot the stove and it oama to tbe 
ground. As it struck tbe ground the 
supply can exploded and Mrs. Ooasett'a 
wrapper took fire. She ran south over a 
ladder to • grassy incline in tba lot, 
where tell, enveloped in flames, and was 
shockingly bnrned from head to foot. 
The grass took fire, and all that pre- 
vented her complete cremation was tbe 
liberal use of water which was thrown 
upon her by men and women. Mrs. De- 
vore narrowly escaped the same tate. 
She happened to run the rigbt way when 
the explosion came, andjso did Mre. 
Field and Miss Field. The apron worn 
by Mrs. Dempsey caught fire and was 
consumed before she could tear tbe fast- 
enings from her waiet. When the gaso- 
line exploded in the yard there was a 
great surging Dime which reached ont 
broadly to envelope the ladies and the 
boose, but the fire subsided in a moment. 


The alarm ot fire sent in bronght tbe 


fire department and a great crowd ot 
people to tbe scene. It was supposed 
that Mrs. Oonett was dead, bnt her 
agonizing screams were proof that she 
woe still alive and tbat she was suffering 
intensely. The clothing and stockings 
were burned from her body, and her 
charred condition was enough to cause 
the hardest heart to melt with pity and 
sympathy. Tbe lady was carried to her 
home across the street, and Dr. Tobay, 
Dr. Harvey and Dr. E. W. Moore were 
hurriedly bronght to the house. 
After

was the greatest sufferer, tier body 
from the feet to the bead is shockingly 
bnrcad, and the skin husg in shreds 
from her arms and limbs when the doc- 
tors arrived. Everything possible Las 
been done for the relief of Mrs. Qoseett, 
and tM0 afternoon two physicians besides 
her husband, relatives nnd friends are 
with bar. It ie feared that the lady in- 
haled some of the fire. It is not believed 
tbat it is possible for her to recover. 


Mrs. Go-sett is a sister ot Mrs. Tombe. 
There was but very little damage by 


firo in the kitchen. Only the wall was 
scorched. 


Just what OHUsed tbe stove to flare np 


ie not known. Mrs. Tombs was tbe only 
person in the kitonen at tbe time. Pos- 
sibly there was escaping gasoline from 
one ot the uolighted burners. That is 
tbe only reasonable explanation of tbe 
accident.
